Pro- 
fessor Denstcdt first pointed out 
that to be successful in any field 
especially that of . chemistry, 
energy and drive are essential. He 
then outlined the openings avail- 
able to chemical, biochemical, and 
chemical engineering graduates.' 

Industry, government, teaching, 
and Hospital Research are all open 
to such graduates. 

Industry, besides offering pure 
research work has many oppor- 
tunities in administrative work, 
especially in purchasing and per- 
sonnel departments, said Prof. 
Denstcdt 

The National Research Board of 
Canada has numerous openings for 
chemists in the fields of agricul- 
ture, national defence, animal care. 
Openings can also be found in the 
Health and .^^Telfaro Department, 
and in adniinistration.

Professor Clarence A. Manning 
of Columbia University, the fea- 
ture speaker of "Ukrainian Week", 
addressed the first SCOPE meet- 
ing on the subject, "The Struggle 
Against Moscow". 

Dr. Manning described the pre- 
sent state of affairs as a wall to 
\vhi;h ordinary people are indif- 
ferent. Intellectuals, he said, hate 
the wall and try to destroy it; 
they destroy themselves ' in the 
process.

Sir Khan was educated at Pun- 
jab, and graduated with a B.A.

Before the division of India and 
Pakistan 'Sir Khan served as head 
of numerous ministries. Prom 
1941 to 1947 ho was a judge in 
the Indian Supreme Court In 1939 
ho was head of tho Indian Dele- 
gation to tho United Nations, and 
has headed every delegation from. 
Pakistan to the U. N. 

Sir Khan 
is leader of the minority Moslem

A FEW POINTS

This week's question was: "Do 
you think that McGiU should have 
athletic scholarships? 

Place: The Campus. 

Answers: 

FACULTY 
Dr. C. D. Solin, Asst. Dean of the 
Faculties of Art» and Science : 
"No, I do not think that McGill 
should have athletic scholarahipii. 

"The university has many func- 
tions to perform, but I do not be- 
lieve that one of them is to concern 
itself with the calibre of tho com- 
petition provided by the athletic 
teams that represent it, by ad- 
ministering university athletic 
scholarships as such. If interested 
outsiders choose to take it upon 
themselves to assist athletes who 
arc good academic prospects and 
who are able to meet entrance re- 
quirements and to maintain aca- 
demic standards as laid down by 
the various faculties, that is their 
business. But I am firmly opposed 
to the principle of rewarding ath- 
letic prowess by material recogni- 
tion in any form on the part of 
the university itself." 

Dr. I). Bindra, Dept. of I'sycho- 
loRy : "No. I would not mind if 
the members of the team had a 
job elsewhere, but if we would 
start athletic scholarships, I don't 
see why we don't have scholarships 
for people who are good at, let us 
say; playing musical instruments, 
or t/pewriting, or pool playing. Of 
course all people with tho excep- 
tional talents should be permitted 
to market them." 

Dr. R. V. V. Nicholls, Dept. of 
Chemistry : "I am not in favour 
of athletic scholarships because I 
feel that one of the prime func- 
tions of the university is to pro- 
vide the means by which young 
men and women can attiiin an edu- 
cation. I, therefore, feel that scho- 
larships should be awarded simply 
on the basis of intellectual capacity 
and financial need. Therefore, I 
don't believe that athletic ability 
should be considered in making 
such awards." 

STUDENTS • 
Ronald Fagan. B.A. Ill : "No. I 
believe that a university's purpose 
is to nurture whatever small spark 



exists in the mind, and that a stu- 
dent on an atlUetic scholarship 
would feel too obligated towards 
his responsibility to do any justice 
to his mental development." 

Bona Silverman, B.A. II : "Yes. 
McGill charges admission to see 
its football games. It is then only 
fair that the spectators get to see 
good football. If this means aub- 
sidization,'-^,-then^..vvhy^not.;., The 
players^deaeWe %lme compensation 
anyway." ^\0f^'\,: 

Norton Lithwick, B.Scf 11 : "Yes. 
The pitiful showing displayed by 
the team the last few games, plus 
the fact that McGUl is the oldest 
team in the league and should field 
a more powerful team, merits the 
thought of athletic scholarships." 

Jamcf* "Buster" Brawn, B. Com. 
I : "A person who has the athletic 
ability to play a varsity sport and 
who by constant training and hard 
work is a standout performer, he 
or she definitely should receive 
some reward for his or her ef- 
forts." 

Ronald Hughes, B. Com. Ill : 

Yes. A university is hot an insti- 
tution with the purpose of "having 
a strong football team; however, 
if a scholarship with reasonable 
restrictions could be grapted, then 
I approve." 

Vicky Royal. Physic III : "Yes. I 
do think that McGill should have 
athletic scholarships 'cause they 
would bring more men to the col- 
lege, and I mean men I I Besides, 
muybc then the funny little men 
in the red costumes would be on 
top of the pile, and I could see 
them." 

STATISTICS 

Out of 675 students queried, 
representing approximately 10% of 
the student body, 58% voted for, 
and 42% against athletic scholar- 
sliis. Of those votitig for the scho- 
larships, 77% were men and 
23% women, of those against 
71îr were men, and 29% women. 
Lack of space does not permit pub- 
lication of the complete iigures.

better known as positive thinkintf. 
The tenets of Dr. Peak's "psycho- 
spiritual" religion are expounded 
in the best-selling (800,000 copies) 
The Power of Poaitivo Thinking. 
The whole thing may be summed 
up as an attempt to eliminate 
ulcers the easy way and to lead 
men (with the perfuntory inter- 
vention of God) to "inner peace" 
and financial prosperity. Besides 
God's help, it requires the use of 
some auto-suggestion, a lot of 
scientific claptrap, and a fair dose 
of naiveness on the victims' part 
Or, in the Pastor's own words; 
"God and the doctor, that's what 
I give them." This double treat- 
ment can only succeed though, 
provided the patient is willing to 
"1) PRAYERIZE, 2) PICTUR 
IZE, 3) ACTUALIZE." The result 
will be "a mind free of negotivcs 
(and which) will produce positives, 
that is to say, a clean mind 
(which) will deliver power."

Dr. Peale leaves us a bit breath- 
less and wondering at the positive 
results of his quest for "inner 
peace." It reminds us too much of 
his jellyfish. Thinking of himself 
as a burlap bag of potatoes un- 
doubtedly has enabled him to live 
a very positive life as .best-selling 
writer, preacher, television star, 
columnist, editor, luncheon speaker 
and amateur hospital administra- 
tor (Dr. Pcale's church in Man- 
hattan boasts of a clini6 with seven 
staff psychiatrists). But what does 
all that have to do with the wor- 
ship of the Lord? "Psycho-spirit- 
Ual" religion has an unpleasant 
taint of blasphemous imposture

about it. It makes a mockery of 
the Gospel. It' debases God to the 
level of a therapeutic concept. It 
provides a kind of artificial pana- 
cea which partakes more of an 
opiate than of a spiritual remedy 
for human ills. This very shollow- 
ness and selfishness cast, a dis- 
agreeable light on the religious 
resurgence we are asked to accept 
as evidence of moral regeneration! 
Are we in the midst of a religious 
revival or at the birth of a new 
secularized, pagan, worship, not of 
God, but of adjustment and emo- 
tional security?
